Making Successfu 


| 


Perennial flowers yield their wealth of 
bloom year after year like golden argosies. 


Gardening is a business, a pastime, a pro- 
fession, or an art—whatever you make it. 


You may sense a keen thrill of adventure 
in transforming bare ground into a flower 
poem. Yours may be the joy of achieve- 
ment in the unfolding of a symphony of 
color, and the pride of cwnership in beauti- 
ful bouquets, beds, borders, shrubs and vines. 

Those succeed best who work along easiest 
lines, co-operating with nature, and using 
practical common sense, workable plans. 
Those who are most successful seldom try 
highly theoretical schemes, preferring to fol- 
low along the tested and tried methods 
which experience proves nearly always suc- 
ceed. On the back of nearly every packet 
of our seeds are printed plain directions 
for the cultivation of that variety, so that 
when you get your seeds, you are told how 
to use them. The following general direc- 
tions, we hope will be helpful. 


Consider Convenience 
and Beauty 


A vegetable garden, for the sake of cons 
venience, should be laid out in regular rows 
from 16 to 30 inches apart. If the rows 
are long, plan on several cross-paths to 
make the rows easy of access from any part 
of your garden. 

In planning your flower garden, keep in 
mind the height of the plants, and whether 
they are annual or perennial. Perennials. 
which come up year after year should be 
grouped where they can be left permanently. 
Annuals can be used to supplement the per- 
ennial garden or planted in a separate sec- 
tion. In general, the tall growing plants 
should be set at the rear, and low growing 
plants in front. 


Preparation of the Soil 


Most soils need enriching. Garden Fer- 
tilizers shown on page 92 are highly recom- 
mended. For average garden purposes Bloom- 
aid, Nitrophoska, and Vigoro are probably 
best adapted. Sheep Manure is especially 
valuable because it is long acting and adds 
humus to the soil. A stiff clay needs Peat 
Moss to provide humus and make it friable 
or loose so that it is workable, retains 
moisture and allows plant growth. Peat 
Moss is also valuable to make light sandy 
soil retentive of moisture and plant food. 
Few plants will thrive in soil which is con- 
tinually wet. If there are places where water 
stands, either fill in or dig ditches to drain 
off the excess water. Plow or spade deeply

A good vegetable garden not only helps in 
economy of living but provides more de- 
licious vegetables than money can buy. 
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and thoroughly, breaking up all lumps, and 
harrow or rake the surface until the soil 
is in good tilth. Before planting, see that 
the surface is smooth and even. 


Sowing the Seeds 


Most seeds should be sown after the soil 
becomes warm; in this latitude about the 
1st of May. Do not plant seeds too deep. In 
general, plant seeds about four times their 
own diameter, deeper in light sandy soil than 
in hard clay. Press the soil firmly and evenly 
over them. Very small seeds like Poppy, 
Salpiglossis, Pansies, etc., should be covered 
very lightly. The edge of a board drawn 
like a saw not more than half an inch deep, 
will make a furrow or groove in which to 
to sow the seed, which should then be covered 
very, very lightly with sand or fine loam to 
prevent the soil crusting over. 


Cultivation Important 


After seeds have sprouted, keep weeds out, 
to allow the plant to get nourishment, moisture 
and air. Loosen the soil around plants fre- 
quently to make plant food in the soil avail- 
able and preserve moisture, but do not dig 


too deep. Loose, mellow soil holds moisture, 
while hard, compact soil soon bakes and 
dries. 


A Word About Watering 


In dry weather, the growth of your plants 
will be aided by watering, provided you do 
it thoroughly. Simply sprinkling the top soil 
does more damage than good. Watering the 
soil thoroughly, and then stirring it fre- 
quently to prevent evaporation is better than 
too much watering. The hoe is mightier than 
the hose. 


Flowers are beautiful always and everys 
where. They brighten the corners and fit 
into any setting. 


Cutting Flowers 


Most annual flowers are benefited by fre- 
quent cutting. If flowers are allowed to go 
to seed the plant soon ceases blooming, al- 
though some kinds, like Petunias and Annual 
Phlox, bloom all summer and fall. 

For more detailed information, we recom- 
mend the books shown on page 94. The 
Garden Guide which heads this list is one of 
the best. 

Some kinds of plants succeed best when 
started in beds or boxes. Among these are 
Asters, Salvias, ete. As Asters are one of 
our leading specialties, the following direc- 
tions for Aster plants will apply to other 
transplanting varieties: 


Asters Easy to Grow 


Asters are not particular about soil but 
they must have a well drained location where 
water will not stand. 

For sowing seed inside for early blooms, 
use shallow boxes that will hold 8 for 4 
inches of soil. If the sides of the box ex- 
tend upward 2 for 8 inches, so much the 
better. Use the best garden loam you can 
secure. Mix in a good fertilizer at the rate 


of a cup full to a bushel of soil. We recom- 
mend Bloomaid because it contains a well 
balanced proportion of all fertilizing ingred- 
jents. When you have the soil in good con- 
dition, smooth the surface and with the edge 
of a sharp board, press tiny furrows into the 
soil about 21%4 inches apart and 14 inch deep. 
This will make a tiny groove in which the 
seed will lie in a straight row. Sow your 
seed evenly so that no two seeds touch. 
We recommend wetting with liquid Semesan, 
at the rate of a level teaspoonful of Semesan 
to a quart of water, to prevent soil fungus 
from starting mold and possibly causing 
damage later on. 


Every time you step into a garden like this 
you enjoy a new thrill as its bewitching 
beauty unfolds. 


Aster seed can be sown in the open ground 
in a prepared bed in April or early May, as 
soon as soil is dry enough to work. When 
the seedlings have made a growth of two or 
three inches, they are ready to transplant to 
permanent location. Seeds grown in a house, 
cold frames or greenhouse should be hardened 
off before planting, by removing the sash, 
glass or paper during the day so that the 
plants become accustomed to outdoor condi- 
tions. In lifting the plants be careful to re- 
tain all of the tiny rootlets possible and set 
them deep enough into the new soil so that 
the rootlets are well spread and deeply 
covered. 


If you want to be doubly sure to have 
good healthy plants when summer comes, as 
soon as you lift the tiny plants from their 
first seed bed, puddle the roots, twenty or 
twenty-five plants at a time in a soft mud 
made with Semesan and water at the rate of 
lYgoz. of Semesan to a gallon of water. This 
slight covering of mud is a great protection to 
the rootlets from the time they are taken up 
until they start their new growth in their 
permanent location.
